Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual  Report  of  the 
environmental  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  for  the 
year  1971. 

The  vital  statistics  show  that  there  has  been  a  substantial  number 
of  people  leaving  the  area.  The  population  of  the  district  as  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  showed  that  there  was  a  decrease  of  1,100  during 
the  year. The  numj-.r  of  births  is  199  and  deaths  161  giving  a  natural 
increase  of  38„  *  rtcroAkww  siN>ce  th£  \ cu»\  census 

The  people  are  leaving  the  Rural  District  for  two  reasons;  namely 
housing  and  employment*  Our  young  people  could  be  attracted  to  stay  in  this 
area;  firstly,  if  more  suitable  housing  could  be  provided  for  them  in  the 
small  villages,  they  could  then  carry  on  the  trade  of  their  fathers  and 
grandfathers  before  them;  secondly,  to  encourage  more  industry  to  start  up 
in  Millom  town  and  surrounding  are as « 

Shortly  we  may  find  the  district  populated  by  old  people  and  week-end 
visitors  if  we  are  not  able  to  offer  suitable  economic  accommodation  to  our 
young  married  people. 

The  one  major  event  during  the  year  was  the  implementation  of  the 
Seebohn  Report  (on  Social  Services).  hThen  the  Social  Services  Department  was 
established  on  1st  April;  we  found  we  had  new  friends  and  contacts,  new  lines 
of  communications  and  methods  of  getting  information.  The  prevention  and 
relief  of  suffering  rests  on  good  team  work  and  good  relationships  between 
the  Services. 


The  pleasure  and  honour  is  mine  to  note  your  respect  for  me  in 
abstaining  from  smoking  during  the  Health  Committee  Meetings  following  the 
discussion  of  the  recent  report  on  Smoking  and  Health. 
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A  paragraph  new  to  my  report  this  year  shows  the  location  of  disease 
in  deaths  from  Cancer,  it  reveals  that  there  were  two  more  deaths  from  Cancer 
of  the  lung  compated  with  last  year.  Deaths  from  Coronary  Heart  Disease  are 
also  on  the  increase  mainly  in  women,  showing  that  cigarette  smoking  in  both 
sexes  claims  more  middle  aged  people  each  year, 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness 
and  friendship  to  me  during  the  year,  Mr,  Dawson,  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr,  Newton,  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  for  their 
constant  assistance  and  co-operation;  Mr,  H.W,  Nelson,  the  Clerk  to  the  Council 
for  his  kindness  and  help  and  Mrs,  Bradley  for  her  help  in  the  preparation  of 
this  report.

n1971  showed  no  improvement  in  the  total  of  wholly  unemployed  in 
the  Millom  area..  The  December  1970  figure  of  I89  had  risen  to  a  figure 
of  212  in  December,  197 U 

The  unemployed  figures  varied  little  throughout  the  year  and  the 
highest  figure  of  247  recorded  in  August,  was  an  inflated  figure  because 
of  young  persons  awaiting  to  start  work  earjy  in  September,  so  reducing 
the  September  1971  figure  to  191. 

It  would  -seem,  on  first  examination  that  the  area  was  not  holding 
its  own  in  attempts  to  reduce  the  numbers  of  unemployed,  however  in 
comparison  with  the  Northern  Region  as  a  whole  the  picture  is  by  no  means 
a  black  one. 

December  1970  figure  -  Northern  Region,  wholly  unemployed  was 
60,847o  December  1971  figure  was  34,576  -  an  increase  of  roughly  one 
third*  This  comparison  when  considered  with  the  1971  occupancy  of  the  advance 
factory  by  Se aland  Hovercraft  Ltd.,  and  the  pressure  brought  to  bear  for 
mother  advance  factory  for  1972,  gives  an  indication  that  the  area  is

The  year  1971  saw  ’the  ocn tinted  activity  of  the  Family  Planning  Clinic 
sponsored  by  the  Family  Planning  Association?  It  is  obvious  that  the  expert 
advice  given  is  much  appreciated  locally  and  Clinic  attendances  continue  to 
increase.  The  Clinic  itself  is  under  the  charge  of  an  experienced  Doctor  and 
Nurse  assisted  by  a  number  of  voluntary  workers.  The  Sessions  are  held  on  the 
1st  and  3rd  Mondays  of  each  month  from  2.00  p.m*  to  4.00  p.m.  During  1971, 

38  new  cases  were  dealt  with.

(C)  Report  of  Plumbo-Solvency 

Previous  Chemical  Analysis  of  the  water  from  the  various  supplies  throughout 
the  district,  suggest  that  the  risk  of  plumbo- solvency  is  negligible.  However 
the  Department  of  the  Environment  have  approved  a  Byelaw  prohibiting  the  use  of 
pipes  of  lead  or  lead  alloy  for  use  in  water  services  intended  for  the 
conveyance  of  water  for  human  consumption. 


(D)  Action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination 

All  supplies  are  chlorinated.  When  contamination  of  a  raw  water  is  indicated 
by  increased  "Ghlorine  demand*5  the  gathering  grounds  of  that  particular  source 
are  inspected  to  ascertain  the  probab3.e  cause.  Quite  frequently  contamination 
is  caused  by  the  unburied  bodies  of  animals,  particularly  sheep.  These  carcases 
are  removed  and  buried  elsewhere.  The  area  where  the  carcase  had  lain  is  then 
treated  with  lime.  Samples  of  water  going  into  supply  are  regularly  sent  from 
all  supplies  for  bacteriological  examination  and  mains  are  periodically  flushed. 

When  a  doubtful  report  is  received  from  a  bacteriological  examination  of  a 
chlorinated  water,  an  limmodiabs-  examination  and  tests  are  made  to  ascertain  the 
cause.  Further  samples  are  then  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  report*

During  1971  Lanthwaite  Filter  Station  and  Treatment  Works  functioned 
satisfactorily.  However,  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain 
spare  parts  to  cover  breakdowns  on  the  treatment  plant  and  a  certain  amount 
of  modernisation  will  be  required  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

Rainfall  over  the  Bays tone  Bank  gathering  grounds  was  sufficient  to 
maintain  the  reservoir  at  a  reasonable  level  without  recourse  to  pumping 
from  the  Hole  House  Pumping  Station* 

At  Baystone  Bank  Reservoir,  the  original  1011  outlet  supply  pipe  from 
the  outlet  well,  through  the  embankment  tunnel  and  beyond,  which  was  installed 
in  the  1880’ s  was  replaced  with  a  12rt  P.V.G.  pipe  and  plastic  coated  steel 
and  fibreglass  fittings. 

The  long  awaited  1,000,000  gallon  underground  treated  water  storage 
reservoir  at  Low  House  was  completed  to  the  point  where  it  was  possible  to 
bring  it  into  service  before  the  Christmas  Holidays.  In  conjunction  with 
this  storage  reservoir,  a  new  12!t  P.V.G.  trunk  main  link  was  laid  between 
Low  House  and  Millom  via  The  Knott  and  Holborn  Hill.  For  the  first  time,  it 
is  now  possible  to  repair  mains  damage  and  carry  out  maintenance  on  the  trunk 
main  supply  to  Millom  without  turning  off  the  supply  to  consumers. 

Bootle  Surely  Area. 

Fellside  Filtration  and  Treatment  Plant  worked  satisfactorily  during 
1971  and  water  supplies  were  adequate  throughout  the  area. 

Northern  Area  Supply  (Has hunter}. 

During  1971  the  various  Pumping  and  Chlorination  Plants  on  this  supply 
were  working  normally  and  water  supplies  were  good.  A  further  7  Domestic 
Properties  in  tin  Rave ng lass  Area  were  connected  to  the  Wastwater  Supply. 

These  had  previously  received  a  supply  from  a  private  source.

Only  3  Domestic  Properties  are  now  supplied  from  this  source,  these  being 
in  the  Linbeck  and  the  High  Eskholme  area  of  Muncaster.

Sewerage  Schemes 

Holmrook  Tenders  have  now  been  received  in  respect  of  the  proposed 
sewerage  scheme  at  Holmrook  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will 
commence  in  the  Spring* 

This  scheme  includes  for  the  laying  of  sewers  to  serve  properties  from 
Lutwidge  Arms  in  the  North  to  Dale  View  in  the  South  and  Eastwards  to 
Kranholme.  The  sewage  disposal  works  at  present  serving  Greengarth  Hostel 
will  be  taken  over  and  improvements  and  extensions  carried  out  so  that  the 
works  will  be  capable  of  treating  the  sewage  both  from  Greengarth  and  from 
the  Village. 
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Seascale  ft  Drigg  Schemes  for  extending  the  sewer  at  Drigg  and  for  providing 
treatment  plants  for  Drigg  and  Seascale  both  seperately  and  as  one  scheme  have 
been  discussed  at  length  by  the  Council,  the  latest  position  being  that  the 
County  Engineer  acting  as  the  Council's  consulting  engineer  has  been  requested 
to  prepare  a  joint  scheme  for  Drigg  and  Seascale  in  detail  so  that  the  amount 
of  any  available  grants  and  the  net  cost  of  the  scheme  may  be  ascertained. 

Millom  &  Haver  if?  £  The  scheme  for  the  improvements  to  the  sewerage  system  at 
Millom  has  been  prepared  by  the  consulting  engineers  -  Messrs.  E.G.  Lediard 
&  Partners  and  submitted  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment. 

Discussions  have  subsequently  taken  place  with  regard  to  the  outfalls  serving 
the  village  of  Haverigg  and  also  H.M.  Prison  and  meetings  have  been  held  with 
officials  of  the  Home  Office.  It  has  been  suggested  that  improvements  could  best 
be  brought  about,  first  of  all  as  a  temporary  measure,  by  the  Home  Office 
constructing  a  holding  tank  to  take  the  effluent  from  the  Prison  and  discharging 
with  outgoing  tides,  and  in  the  long  term  to  extend  the  scope  of  the  Millom 
Sewerage  Scheme  to  include  sewage  from  Haverigg  Villago  and  from  H.M.  Prison. 

Ravenglass  The  Couni^r  Engineer  has  been  requested  to  act  as  the  Council’s 
consulting  engineer  in  the  preparation  of  a  scheme  to  improve  the  existing 
sewerage  system,  and  to  provide  sewage  disposal  works  both  for  the  existing 
village  and  for  the  development  which  is  proposed  by  Muncaster  Estates  both 
in  relation  to  housing  and  to  caravan  sites.  Discussions  are  proceeding  with 
the  agents  acting  on  behalf  of  Muncaster  Estates.

A  ’pay  and  productivity’  scheme  prepared  by  the  Management  Services 
Department  of  the  Cumberland  County  Council  was  introduced  in  March  for  the 
refuse  collectors  only.  This  was  appreciated  by  the  refuse  collectors  but 
it  was  unfortunate  that  even  at  the  end  of  the  year  other  duties  had  still 
not  been  included  in  the  scheme,  although  it  had  been  understood  at  the 
outset,  that  a  ’pay  and  productivity’  deal  for  other  Council  workmen  would 
follow  fairly  quickly  after  the  implementation  of  that  for  the  refuse 
collection  service. 
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Conclusion 


Further  legislation,  circulars,  white  papers,  etc.  were  produced  during 
1971  and  re- organisation  of  ideal  Government  is  beginning  to  have  effect. 
Steering  Committees/-. Working  Parties,  etc.  will  be  set  up  to  ensure  as  far 
as  possible  the  smooth  running  of  the  change  over  to  take  effect  on  1st  April, 
1974.  This  will  not  be  achieved  without  a  great  deal  of  effort  by  all 
concerned. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  changes  in  the  Staff  of  the 
Department  during  the  year  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  their  work 
and  co-operation.
